THE JAVA HORROR. 

Offlclal Reports Hooolvod by tho Dutch 
Govoramoat. 

Nkw Y(jkk, .Sept. '2. — A cabhi special 
to tile .Sun from Ijondnii aaya: Tlie gov- 
eriliiieiil at the Hague have re.ciuved ac 
coniita friiui Java which show that the 
diaaater at laeliia was trival conip.ired to 
that which like causes [iroduced in -Vnrlh 
ern Riintam hist Sunday. Without any 
warning there was a tremtindous outburst 
of subterranean thunder, and the volc.uio 
of Kriikatoa vomited forth an mk-black 
cloud which 8[H'cad over the clear trn|,ii:al 
aky with incoiicei cable ipiickness, invoU-- 
ing th(i land in couiplcie darklUf.ss. Then 
it begun to rain scoai iie and dust, and in 
a very few niinutea the greater part of 
northern Hant.iin, a very fertile and very 
poiuihaia ciiunfry, was completely des- 
truyoib .'i tronieiidoiia ex|iloaiiin fol- 
lowed and stones and volcanic ni.aller 
were hurled to a distance of from '_'()() to 
iiUO miles. The sides of the volcano were 
blown out into the sea, its structure cid- 
la|ised and tlio entii-e if land of ICrakato.-i 
aubaidcd into the water and dis:i|i]-,c.'ired. 
(Jii Monday iliorning there was not a ves 
lige of il tu be seen, the occ.iii having 
t.-ilceii ita place. 

The volcanic activity of the region was 
intense, when about noon the inhabi- 
tants nf the Merak coa.Mt and tho pros- 
perous setlleiiieiit between Merak and 
Tjeringen were alarmed by the sudden 
receding of ihi^ ocean from the ahore, and 
oil looking out to aea they beheld a great 
wall of water, varying in height from 
thirty to ninety foot, approaching the 
land. It destroyed evtirything in its 
[lath, oviirwhelniing the entire coast, 
sweeping away idl the dwellings, the light 
boirse and the guvernniciit building willi 
ill reach and retired, charged with a vast 
freight of (U;:itli and ruin. There ia no 
eatimato fumiahed in the fragiiKsntary and 
and panic atricken dispatches of Ihi: loss 
of life, Init according to the bi;st infor- 
mation il must be aomcthin^ appalling. 
The next day sixteen active volcanoes 
rime out of the sea between the aide of 
Krakaloa and Sibisic islands, and on 
Thursday the great volcano of Soragapainj 
bural forth, colln|)SDd and resolved itself 
into five distinct volc.-inoeu. Now charts 
will have to he prepared of the entire 
coast aa its marine tupograjihy has been 
coinidutely changed .

Settlors and residents Bv^^^jly on tho 
northwest coast are cutnpL<^g,and very 
naturally, of the utter absence of a mail 
service, tliey bein^g in thia matter entirely 
depeiideiil upon the generoaity of steam- 
boat owiiera, w h > aometinies bring; ->n the 
mail bags; but oftoiicr do ncitV-. This 
desultory delivery, tlmugli bo it renictii- 
bored, entirely gratuitous on tho part of 
the owner, became so unbearable tliat pe- 
titions for u legitimate service wore, time 
after time, aeiit to iMr. Wallace, tlu( posl- 
ofHce inspector, and by him forwaidi'd to 
Ottawa. That was the last heard of them. 

The while inhabitants of this part of 
tlij coast, among wdioin aro included all 
those engaged in the salmon tishery and 
the fur and oil trades, now demand, as a 
right, that they ho furnished with a bi- 
111! iiuiily iir.ul. Their claim ia a nuulerato 
one and those iiinkiiig it are concerned in 
some of tho greateal and moat prutilable 
iiiduatriea of the province, and the value 
of the dutiable good uaed by them is es- 
timated at §300,000. All pay their taxes 
and the fact of their voluntarily severing 
theniaelves from many of tho comforts of 
the civilized world should rather entitle 
them to increased coiiaidoration than to 
be — aa they aeein to have been — utterly 
ignored. Contrast the citizen in any of 
the larger Canadian cities, whose hall 
reverberates with the sound of the poat- 
inan's knock soma four or live times a 
day, with tho case of the far-away salmon 
lislier or farmer, who, hearing the long- 
listened-fnr sound of the apliroaching 
sleainer 3 whistle, hast ens to t lie laiidino 
111 eager expeetatioii nf receiving ii letter 
from hia friends, or businesa corn^spond 
once, or hia "home " in the okl country 
(for the familiar naiiio is atill retained in 
spite of new ties formed) only to find to 
Ills bilti'r disaiipoiiitinelil tli.st fur the 
seciiMil or third time running then! is 
but one arrival a fnrliiight — the steamer 
has brought iiomiil. No wonder, then, 
thai the iiihabitiinta of the northwest 
coast are indignant at the lack of interest 
displayed in their welfare, and no wonder | 
also that thoy think and speak in the 
warinlh ot their indignation rather hard 
things on the subject of confederation, 
ai.d which thoy say, ehafiiig under the neg- 
lect to which thoy have been subjected, 
has been (iroductivo of no beueflt-s to iheiii. [ 
Their nppe.d is a jnat one, and we think 
that the Dominion ia in duty bound to \

The evidence of Dr. DawKoii assi.st- 
iiiil director of the (leologiciil Siirxey 
of Canada before the 1 minigialion ami 
L'olotuzaAion CominitteHe of the Mouho 
of C'omnions of Canndu, in refurenco to 
liriti«li Columbiii, which has been re- 
cently printed, will be found verv in- 
terPbtilig u.-s viikudile testimony in favor 
of the Proviiu'c by a tborougldv .seiei!- 
tilic imiii. ( )f this evidence tho follow- 
ing is a .synopsis.

a farming population. In 15. C, a 
man with a small farm in the vullcyH 
has often large herds of stock which 
range over llie hills and .sustain tlioni- 
selves on imtural gras.^es. The area of 
farming lauds east of the Fraser in 
soul hern I!. ( '. is estiniHted at. soim- 
thing under l,lliiil si|iinn' miles, of 
which about ■''>ll().s(|uari! miles may hi" eas- 
ily cultivated. The soil is fertile in 
these valleys and tlir climate is dry 
and warm and cattle can winter oul 
verv Well.

Ill the iiortlnuii imrts of the interior 
plateau there is anotl'Pr low country 
where white pine is fnniiil. The hem

l!Ki50lIRCM.:.S OF VAN'COfVKU AND QLl'KN 
'JMAIH.OTTk's ISl.ANIlS. 
The dillerelice between N'liin'ou vef 
and t,>ii('eii Cliarlolte Lsltinds u.s lo tim- 
ber is, that on llie latter the Douglas 
pine is not to be fmiiid, but in its stead 
cedar, hemlock, s|iriiee, and yellow ce- 
dar. All area of 1,()(J() siiuare miles 
of tiie llat portion of <.,>ui'en Charlotte 
Island is densely envereil with excel'- ' 
cut titllbor, bill it does iiol include I 
Douglu.s lir, iiiul at present there are i 
iii.i mills though there are several ex- 
cellent silos especially at .Naden and 
Alasset 1 larbors and other places where 
Kteauiers plow tiie sea. The lumber 
tiiav be looked upon as one of the inosl 
valuable resources of these Islands, and 
ha.s bit lierlo been very lillle atlectcd 
by lires.

there are ;kS9,000 acres of agricultural 
land n{ wdiich '_'00,0()0 are well siiited 
for that purpusi ; of tlii.s only li;,()Ul) 
acres are cultivated, but ii great portion 
of the land .'•uilalile in N'luicoiiver 
Island is ilelisely eoviue.l willi tiinber 

and at iiruseiit could not economically 
be brought under cultivation. On 
Queen Charlotte Island are 700,000 
acres ot low land w hich may ulliiimtely 
bo brought under cult ivaiioii but its 
immediate value is that of a tiiiilii;r 
producing region. Ai the innutli of 
the h'raser, the Ihit land probably 
ainoiiiils to morcthan that of llie wdiolc 
in the ialiind of Vancouver, iind .some 
of it is of excellent quality, 'i'lio crojis 
rai.spil ill British (Joluinbia are uaually 
very large, wheal, on well cultivated 
land averaging from .'50 to -10 liuahels 
per iiere, 

■I'll K not 111. AS piNi.;. 
is found on the wliole easlorn coa.st of 
Vancouver island and on the coflut of 
the iiminland opposite to it. It extend.s 
noriliwaril buck from the coast as far 
lis Skei.Tia river and 'I'acla and llalniia 
lakes. The liinlier on the coast ia, 
however, far the le-l. It has been 
largely exported. A tree cut down at 
Burrard'a Inlet was .'iO.') fent in lieight 
with a diameter of 8 ft. 4 in, "JOj ft. 
from the ground, and was sound 
tlirouglioiU. 

'I'lii.: risii ii:im.:H. 
The cliliiiile of (.Jiieeii Chariot le's 
l..,laiiils IS like t.liat of N'aneouvor but 
on the we^L const more liuniid. Il is 
very mild and in some years no snow 
falls. This arises from the (iulf 
Stream striking this point. The re- 
sources are limber, mines and (i.slieries, 
the deep sea lisliery and llie halibut 
lisherv part iciilarlv. .\s lo ImlibiiL it 
is possible before long these li.sli will 
be fru/.cii in tho usual manner iind 
brought to ihp the San Francisco mar- 
ket in tliat coiulilion. There are also 
two species of .salmon, and a f.utory 
has been established fur dog lisli oil, 
this lisli being very abuiuiant. In the 
vicinitv of the island there ure morn 
uxteiisive banks than on most purls of 
the const, niid tliese should be sur- 
veyed. < >f the fisheries of the coast 
generally tho salmon canning is the 
most important and of late years has 
become a great industry. As to the 
exliauslioa of tint saliiioii in liritisli 
Columbia riviu's, Dr. Dnvvson scarcely 
Ihiiiks il possible, aiiil tlial even if tlitit 
were the case, believes ihey would be 
easily restocked.

Ilia lli'jiort n eograpliii-al Kiirvey 
lS7li.77, tliirtv-lwo dillerenl localities 
are given and aoinc of tbeae are exien 
sivo and important, «iid niaiiy of theni 
w ill be utilized. In tiueen ChnrlolU- 
Islands a seam of anthracite has been 
discovered, the only one on the coast, 
either of America or Asia. Tho Keam 
commi-'iiced G feel thick, but on xvoik 
was found Lo tliiii out, but the Coin 
pany had jirobably e.xlmnsted their 
menus, Dr, Dawson carefully examined 
this mini; in ly7<V| anil thought the 
location a very jtroiuiuincr one and de- 
serving more attention. The Comox 
and N.Hiiaiino districts of \'aiicouver's 
Island have been the principal source 
of supply for some years. The deposits 
at those places have been ina|ipeil show- 
ing the area of coal-bearing rock. The 
seams vary from four feet to ten feet 
in thickne.s.s. This coal ia not a lignite 
but a line bituminous coal of excelh-nt 
quality. The test by the war dopart-
